ly/l Y dear children, remember always that 
your Father in heaven made you. 
He made the sea and the dry land, the 
hills and the fields. He made the grass 
and the trees, and every thing which grows 
upon the earth. He made the beasts, the 
fishes, and the birds, and every thing which 
has life. 

Your Father in heaven gives you life 
and strength. He gives you power to see 
and hear, to speak and move. He gives 
you reason and conscience, and the means 
of improving in knowledge and goodness. 
He gives you your kind parents, your

teachers, your friends, and your home. 
He gives you food and clothes and quiet 
sleep. He gives you the air which you 
breathe, and the pleasant light which shines 
around you. He gives you all that you have. 

Tour Father in heaven sees you at all 
times, — all the night, and all the day. He 
sees you when you are alone, when no 
other person sees you. He knows all that 
you think, and all that you do. He knows 
all that you want, and hears you if you 
pray to him for his care and blessing. 

You must often think of your Father in 
heaven as your best friend, and Judge, to 
whom the Almighty Spirit of the universe 
has given dominion and power over the 
whole world as its God and Governor ; and 
you must regard every thing which you 
enjoy as his gift. You must love him bet- 
ter than you love any other being, and be 
happy to please and obey him. You must

fear nothing so much as to offend him. 
You must never speak of him in a careless 
manner, or take his name in vain. You 
must pray to him for what you need, espe- 
cially in the morning and at night. You 
must thank him for what you receive, 
though it may not be all that you wish. 
You must bear patiently, and try to be 
better for, the sickness and pain which he 
sees fit to bring upon you. 

You must love and obey your parents, 
and be thankful to them for the tender care 
they take of you. You must treat with 
respect those who are older than yourself. 
You must love your brothers and sisters, 
and must be generous and affectionate to 
your companions. You must forgive those 
who have injured you ; and, if you have 
injured any, you must ask their forgive- 
ness. You must pity the wretched, and 
be kind to the poor. You must speak the 
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32 ADDRESS TO YOUNG CHILDREN . 

truth, keep your promises, and never try 
to deceive by your looks, words, or actions. 
You must be honest, and must take nothing 
which belongs to others. You must not be 
cruel, and must not willingly give pain to 
any thing which has life. You must try 
to make all around you happy. 

You must be active and industrious. 
You must be ready and happy to learn. 
You must be contented and cheerful, even 
when you cannot have what you want. 
You must not be fretful, wilful, or pas- 
sionate. You must not be proud or vain 
of any thing which you have, but be mo- 
dest and humble. You must learn to give 
up and avoid every thing which will do 
you hurt. You must be governed by 
reason and conscience, and not by your 
wishes. 

You will then have peace in your own 
mind. You will not be ashamed or afraid 
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to have your actions known. You will 
grow better and happier as you grow 
older. Your parents and friends will love 
you, and will look on you with pleasure 
and hope. Above all, your Father in hea- 
ven will love you, and delight to make you 
happy. 

But, if you do wrong, you will feel pain 
and fear and shame at thinking you have 
done wrong. You will grow worse as you 
grow older. Your parents and friends will 
be displeased with you, and will look on 
you with sorrow. Above all, your hea- 
venly Father, and God, will be offended 
with you ; and he will punish you unless 
you repent. 

You should remember your evil conduct 
with sorrow ; and, as far as you can, you 
should repair it, and resolve and strive to 
do so no more. You should humbly con- 
fess your sins to your gracious Father in 
3 
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heaven, and should pray to him, through 
Jesus Christ, to forgive you, and to assist 
you in doing better. 

My dear children, Jesus Christ is the 
well-beloved Son of our .heavenly Father, 
and was sent into the world to save us 
from error and sin, from death and mi- 
sery. 

Jesus Christ taught us the true charac- 
ter of Almighty God, and also of his Father 
in heaven, — our Father, — that he is holy 
and merciful and great and wise and good. 
He taught us that we should love God with 
all our hearts ; and that we should love all 
our fellow-creatures, and do to others as 
we should wish and expect them to do to 
us. He promised to us, that if we believe 
in him, and confess and forsake our sins, 
and obey his instructions, we shall be for- 
given, and live for ever in heaven. 

Jesus Christ was perfectly good : he 
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was holy and undefiled. He grew up 
obeying his parents ; and remembered his 
mother with tenderness, even in his dying 
moments. He constantly thought of God, 
and prayed to him ; and it was his joy to 
do the will of his heavenly Father. He 
went about doing good, — healing the sick, 
opening the eyes of the blind, raising the 
dead, and teaching the ignorant and poor. 
He took little children in his arms, and 
blessed them. He was full of compassion 
for the miserable ; and even prayed for his 
murderers, on the cross. 

For our sakes, he became poor, and led a 
life of toil and hardship. He was reviled, 
mocked, and scourged by wicked men. 
He was nailed to the cross, and shed his 
blood for the forgiveness of our sins. 

He was buried ; and, as he told his dis- 
ciples before his death, he was restored to 
life, and rose again on the third day. He 
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ascended to heaven, where he still lives to 
pray for us, and continually performs kind 
oflSces for us. 

If you are good in this world, you will 
be welcomed into heaven by your Saviour, 
and will be ever under his care. You 
will have no sickness nor sorrow nor 
pain, but will have rest and joy for ever. 
You will be like the angels in heaven, and 
will have the friendship and love of all 
good beings. You will enjoy the presence 
and favor of your heavenly Father, and 
will be always learning to love and serve 
him better. 

But, if you are wicked, you can then 
never be happy. The wicked must always 
be miserable. You will not be received 
into the light and joy of heaven. Your 
heavenly Father will send you from his 
presence, and leave you to the fearful 
punishment which your sins deserve. 
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To become good and happy in this life 
and the life to come, you must pray to your 
heavenly Father, your God and Judge ; 
and to your Saviour, Jesus Christ, without 
whose blessing you can do nothing, for as- 
sistance and direction. You must recollect 
at night what you have done and thought 
and felt through the day, that you may 
make your future life better than the past. 
You must often think that God sees you. 
You must shun wicked companions, and 
try to obtain the friendship of the good. 
You must set the example of Jesus Christ 
continually before you. You must make a 
good use of the Lord's Day. You must be 
serious and attentive at church, and must 
receive with gratitude at home the instruc- 
tion of your parents. When you are old 
enough, you must partake the Lord's Sup- 
per, which is designed to bring to your 
remembrance Jesus Christ dying for you ; 
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having first learned your duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the form prescribed by 
your parents.
